Local river group starts netition 3 
drive to stop city dam removal

Although no official word has been 
released from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
conceming the removal of the dam in 
the Grayling City Park, members of 
the AuSable River Protection 
Association (ARPA), are gearing up 
fora fight ifand when the DNR makes 
its move, 

Last year in an effort to return the 
AuSable toa clear flowing stream, the 
DNR removed the Salling Dam, 


upstream from the Grayling Dam. 
ARPA officials say the DNR did a 
poor job of removing the dam and sent 
too much black silt downstream, 
creating silt islands and killing fish. 


ARPA officials think that it’s only a 
matter of time until the Grayling Dam 
isadded to the project. Local efforts to 
stop the Salling Dam removal failed 
and now ARPA members are 
determined to convince the DNR and 
other dam removal proponents that 


the Grayling Dam must stay. Citing 
an ever growing silt problem; the 
destruction of acres of priceless 
wetlands in the Grayling Millpond 
that support hundreds of species of 
animal, bird, and plant life; thousands 
of dollars of lost revenue from 
recreational users; and plunging 
property values, ARPA has decided to 
take their case to the streets. They are 
currently circulating petitions 
throughout Grayling asking for more 
support. When the time comes, they 


hope to have amassed thousands of 
signatures from people who share their 
views and enough public pressure to 
stop any initiative by the DNR to 
continue their free flowing river project 
on the upper AuSable.

New Kirtland’s warbler tour package

A new Kirtland’s warbler tour pro- 
gram put together by the DNR and the 
Grayling Holiday Inn is attracting 
people from all over. 

Although the tours don’t start until 
May 15, therearealready people signed 
up from London, England, New York, 
Kansas, and other states. Four tour 
buses, including one from Austin, 
Texas, have also made reservations 
for the tour to see the rare warbler, 

The Kiriland’s warbier tours are not 
new. They started in 1972, according 
toGary Boushelle, DNR regional wild- 
life biologist, and have been growing 
in recent years to attract 600 to 800 
people from the United States. and 
other countries. Previously, the tours 
were run out of the old DNR field 
office at the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
site. 

“The hatchery wasn’t a good spot 


for the tours,” said Boushelle, “we 
didn’t have the facilities for the pub- 
lic. This program with the Holiday 
Inn isa nice working relationship with 
the community leadership.” 

“We're really surprised at how much 
interest the Kirtland's warbler pack- 
age is creating,” said Jennifer Rowan, 
of the Grayling Holiday Inn. “It’s 
really bringing people in from all over.” 

The Holiday Inn is a convenient 
piace for newcomers to the area to find 
on the southern edge of Grayling off I- 


75. The tours, which will run twice a | 
day from May 15 to July 4th, ali start 


at a Holiday Inn meeting room. A 
slide show and short presentation by a 
wildlife guide prepares the group for 
the tour ata Kirtland’s warbler nesting 
area in Crawford County. 

“Once the people are here, it gives 
us a chance to show them all the other 


ihings in the Grayling area,” said 
Rowan. “There is so much to do 
here.” 

The tours travel to one of the war- 
bler habitat spots in the county. With 
a tour guide provided through the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service and the U.S. 
Forest Service, visitors usually hear or 
see more than one warbler. The U.S. 
Forest Service, U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Michigan DNR, Department 
of Military Affairs, and the Michigan 


Audubon ANE ali helped i in the bird's 


recovery. 

Last year, the census recorded 347 
singing males or about 694 of the 
endangered birds left in the world. 
Jerry Weinrich, DNR wildlife biolo- 
gist, said that was the highest count 
since 1961. The small birds are hard to 
count and census takers arrive at fairly 
accurate totals by doubling the num-

The birds require young jack pine 
stands for nesting. As humans be- 
came more proficient at fighting for- 
est fires, habitat for the warbler 
dwindled. Now the recovery team is 


-creating new habitat for the bird and 


the population has been increasing. 
Boushelle said the jack pine stands 
are only used by the birds for about 7- 
8 years. “Usually management prac- 
tices with endangered species are con- 


Boushelle. With the warbler, the 
habitat can first be managed for the 
birds and later for recreational uses 
when the bird feaves. Then the jack 
pines, witha short life span of about50 
years, can be managed for commer- 
cial harvest, he said..

Grayling Crime Lab displays investigative technology

In 1917 the Michigan legislature 
passed a bill creating the “Michigan 
State Troops,” the forerunner of 
today’s extensive and highly 
professional Michigan State Police. 
Through the years the State Police 
have distinguished themselves in all 
aspects of crime prevention and 
criminal investigationand prosecution. 


Today the Michigan State Police 
are recognized nationwide as one of 
the premier police forces in serving 
and protecting the Michigan citizenry. 
For the past thirteen years the MSP 


Grayling Crime Lab has played a vital 
role in assisting field officers in the 
investigation of crimes of all nature, 
throughout northern Michigan. On 
April 14th, the Grayling Crime Lab 
received recertification by the national 
accreditation body for the forensic 
sciences governing police departments 
nationwide. 

In a ceremony held at the Grayling 
Crime Lab on Friday, May 1, both the 
‘MSP 75th anniversary and the 
recertification of the Grayling lab 
facility were celebrated. Grayling Lab 
Director F/Lt. Edward Moilanen and 
his staff hosted dignitaries from state

Lt. Moilanen explained that the 
Grayling lab recertification provides 
better service to the criminal justice 
system by ensuring that national 
standards of investigation are met. 
Awards of recognition were 
presented to the lab from Rep. Ralph 
Ostling, on behalf of the Michigan 
legislature, Sheriff Grabowski of 
Cheboygan County on behalf of the

double homicide in Charlevoix County 
that was solved in a timely manner 
with the assistance of the Grayling lab 
personnel. 

Lt. Moilanen then spoke on the 
increased caseload that crimescene 
technicians are now dealing with, 
stating that with the advances in 
criminal detection technologies, the 
Grayling Crime Lab now gives 
assistance in 1000 more cases per year 
than just four years ago. He explained 
that the Grayling Crime Lab has the 
same capability as any of the seven 
similar labs statewide but that some 
technologies are centralized and are 
used by all labs. 

LASER FINGERPRINTING 

After the program the lab was opened 
for inspection by the audicnce. 
Demonstrations were given on much 
of the equipment including the latent 
print unit which is a portable laser 


light system thatcan make non-visible 
fingerprints visible when the light is 
shined on objects treated with special 
cheinicals, 

The Automatic Fingerprint 
Identification System, or AFIS, is the 
statewide computer system that can 
match fingerprints. Smeared prints 
can be electronically touched up and 
expanded, but when submitted to a 
computer search a print the size of the 
end of a cigarette will yield a list of 
suspects of only about ten or twelve, 
and one on that list is the criminal 
perpetrator. 

BOMB ROBOT 

The MSP bomb disposal unit 
demonstrated the use of their new 
remote control robot. Staying in the 
back ofa police van, welloutofdanger, 
the robot can be directed via a video 
camera on the robot, to pick up almost 
any explosive device and safely deposit 


itin a specially designed holding tank 
on a trailer that can then be removed 
from the scene and safely deactivated 
or detonated. 
DRUG DOGS 

The Gaylord K-9 unit then 
demonstrated the intelligence of 
“Smack” the drug sniffing Labrador 
Retriever and “Boon” the German 
Shepard tracking dog. Smack 
successfully located a hidden cache of 


illegal drugs in a parking lot filled 


with cars. It took him only a few 
seconds. Boon demonstrated his 
tracking abilities. Both dogs are 
veterans and have been used on 
numerous occasions to solve area 
crimes, 

Atthe conclusion of the ceremonics 
and open house, special emblems 
commemorating the 75th anniversary 
were placed on all area MSP patrol 
cars.

DNR recommends recycling 
over burning yard waste 


Spring is here, and with it comes 
seasonal yard cleanupand the potential 
for wildfires, The Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) wants to 
alert state residents to the hazards of 
open burning as a means of disposing 
yard waste, while encouraging them 
to use alternative disposal methods. 

“We want to send a clear message 
that there are alternatives to open 
burning that people should consider 
when deciding what to do with their 
yard waste,” DNR Director Roland 
Harmes said. “There are a number of 
ways to reuse and recycle grass 
clippings and garden debris without 
the risk of a wildfire or the health 
hazards associated with open burning.”

Although seemingly a eras 
harmless way to dispose of brush, 
leaves, grass and other yard waste, 
there is the risk of wildfire and health 
hazards from smoke that go along 
with open buming. Open burning 
may also be a violation of the law i in 
some places. 

Burning that creates excessive 
smoke or odors is prohibited under 
state law, as is the burning of items 
such as paint, tires, plastics, oranything 
thatreleases toxic fumes when burned. 

One way to avoid these risks is to 
compost or mulch yard wastes instead 
of burning them. Leaves, grass, and 
garden debris can be valuable soil 
amendments when composted. Using 
them as mulch helps preserve soil 
moisture and nutrients, and protects 
landscape and garden from

Anapproved 
bum container is one thatis constructed 
of metal or masonry witha mctal cover 
having holes no larger than 3/4 inch. 
Only household waste from one or 
two family dwellings may be bumed. 


Permits are not required for this type 


of burning. 

Ifyoudouse open buming to dispose 
of yard waste, don’t burn during windy 
conditions. You are liable for any 
damage your fire causes and you may 
be charged for the suppression of the 
fire.

Give gifts of money—the shelter 
always needs that, says Lobsinger. 


SPAY AND NEUTER 

I asked Lobsinger what she thought 
was the single most important thing 
that we, as pet owners, can do during 
this week, 

Her answer, of course, was to have 
your dog or cat spayed or neutered. 
Period, No excuses. 

Although the adoption rate at our 
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animal shelter runs quite high because 
it is staffed by caring people who 
actively try to place pets, healthy, 
viable animals must nevertheless be 
killed on a regular basis. 

Nationally, the euthanasia rate is 
tragic. Over 7,5 million animals will 
be killed this year alone. 

So stop making excuses, Do it, Do 
it today. There is no good argument 
for not spaying and neutering your 
dogs and cats unless you are a 
responsible, professional pet breeder. 

There are a lot of myths floating 
around about spaying and neutering, 
But they're just that. Myths. 

For example, 

Spaying and neutering does NOT 
make animals fat. Simply watch their 
diets and insure that they get exercise. 

It does NOT make animals lazy. A 
bit more mellow, yes, Less aggressive, 
yes. Less prone to roam the 
neighborhood, yes. All very good 
reasons for having the surgery. 

Surgery is NOT more risky than the 
dangers associated with pregnancy and 
the serious health problems that affect 
older pets—of both sexcs——that have 
not been neutered when young. 

Females do NOT need to deliver 
one littertoreach fulfillment. Actually, 
motherhood is stressful and draining 
on them.

State Chamber of Commerce Natural 
Resources Program spoke before a 
breakfast group of concerned citizens 
last weck at the Chief Shoppenagon’s 
Hotel. 

Dr. Graff gave a brief history of the 
Chamber’s Natural Resources 
Program from its inception in 1959

when loss of pheasant habitat was the 
issue of the day, until today when 
surface water runoff, underground 
storage tanks, recycling, wetlands, and 
the codification of all environmental 
laws into one act are the major 
concerns. 

He explained that the function of the 
State Chamber is as a lobbying body 
to state government representing the 
concerns of business and industry. The 
Natural Resources Program, of which 
he is the manager, deals solely with 
interests corresponding to programs 
under the direction of the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources. 


Dr, Graff spoke favorably of the 
makeup of the newly appointed 
members of the Natural Resources 
Commission and of new DNR 
Director, Dr. Rolly Harmes, “We're 
confident that Dr. Harmes and the 
three new appointees to the 
commission, are a fair representation 
to Michigan business and industry,” 
said Dr. Graff. 

With the current confusion over 
wetlands, Dr. Graff said that currently 
two wetland initiatives have passed 


the Senate, Senate Bill 522 would allow 
local regulation of wetlands, and 
Senate Bill 807 which would provide 
all property owners with wetland 
inventory maps, and both bills are 
now in the House of Representatives. 
If no action is taken by the House 
before December 31, 1992, they and 
all other environmental bills will dic. 


If this happens they will all have to be | 


reintroduced in the next session, thus 
delaying timely resolution. 

When asked about issucs of the 
future Dr. Graff responded 
immediately with, “The Great Lakes 
Initiative, zero discharge into the Great 
Lakes,” as being the number one 
statewide issue. Others mentioned 
were the Clean Air Act, landfill safety 
and regulation, storm water runoff and 
hazardous site cleanup.
